The Morning Budget. 

LONDON, September 8.—Lord Dufferin is 
awaiting further instructions before signing 
the draft of the military convention. He is 
dissati- fied with the Sultan’s proclamation, 
inasmuch as, whiieit states Arabi Pasha 
deserves to be declared arebel, it does not ex- 
pressly proclaim bim as such. Suda Bey has 
been ordered to prepa’e his men for embarka- 
tion to Ezypt. Itis believed that the whole 
contingent force, 6,000 men, will disem- 
bark at Port Saia. Then operations 
will be undertaken after an understanding 
has been had between Dervisch Pasha, Baker 
Pasha and Gen. Wolseley. The Water Com- 
pavy at Port Said have ceased pumping, as 
it ig negessary to withhold the water supply. 


e Hedouin Chief Abou Hassan has jotred 


Arabi Pasha with 6.000 men. Maj.-Gen. 
Wilkinson and Col. Butler, with a body 
of cavalry, advanced to withſh a mile of Tel el 
Kebir at 3 o’clock yesterday morning and 
took sketcbes and observations of the enemy’s 
position. The rebel troops “ere apparently 
asleep, aud none were seen by the British 
until the latter were reti:ing. A general 
move to the front has been ordered. Our 
forces at Kassassin lock will amount 
on Saturday to 15,000 men with fifty guns. 
Oe correspondent will be allowed each 
newspaper, and each telegram will be limited 
to 500 words.

WASHINGTON. 


Guiteau’s Brain and Bones—The Com- 
ing Maine Election—President Ar- 
thur’s Heaith. 

Special to the Post Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, September 8.—The reports 
that the physicians are preparing a fiscal re- 
port at Philadelphia on Guiteau’s brain re- 
vive interest, somewhat, in the late Guiteau. 
It is generally believed here that the ex- 
amination will not resultin any additional 
information touching the question of insanity, 
and that that will never be settled. Now that 
Gui eau has been nearly three months dead, 
and his bones are ready to be strung on 
wires, the impression that he was not a sane 
man seems t6 be gaining ground. A 
physician of prominence who watched the 
whole matter very carefully said to your cor- 
respondent recently. There is no doubt 
but that the assassin Guiteau was in some 
degree insane, though he may 
not have been irresponsible. Let the 
probability is we shall see the diy when his 
execution will be looked upon as a disgrace 
to the country.“ 

The reports recently telegraphed from 
here, to the effect that Guiteau’s skull has 
been stolen, were without foundation. The 
skeleton still remains at the Army Medical 
Museum, the building in which Lincoln was 
ghot, and will soon be put together and 
placed in its case for exhibition. It is very 
carefully guarded, and it seems almost im- 
possible that it could have been carried off. 
Joha Guiteau seems to be recovering from 
the financial losses occasioned by bis 


‘| brother’s crime and trial with a good degree 


of ease. He is in life insurance in New 
York, employed by one of the largest com” 
panies there, and is said to be receiving asalary 
of $5,000 per sear for a comparatively small 
amount of labor. He is pronounced one of the 
best life insurance experts in the country, 
and can command au excellent salary at any 
time. He has little expectation that the re- 
ports upon the assassin’s brain will show in- 
sanity. He stated while here at the time of 
the examination that he believed it possible 
for one to havea perfectly healthy brain so 
far as the formation and tissue and appear- 
ance go and yet be insane, and this he ex- 
pected would be the case with his brother.

DRAGGED FROM HIS HOUSE 


And Brained by a Couple of Bur- 
glars. 


Andrew Wettig Murdered at His 
Store in East St. Louis. 
3 
His Wife and Family Sleeping in the 
House—A Clue to the Murderers 
—A Mysterious Crime. 


A cruel and bloody murder took place on 
Main and Brady streets, East St. Louis, 
early this morning, when Andrew Wettig, 


au old and almest helpless u of seventy- 
four years, was . from 


his house and his brains scattered 
about in front of his little grecery store. Tue 
affair is shrouded in mystery, and although a 
desperate struggle must have taken place no 
One heard the slightest noise, Mrs. Wettig 
awoke about 5 o’clock this morning and, 
missing her husband, wentin search of him. 
Every room in the house, was searched and 
everywhere traces of burglars could 
he found, candle grease on the 
floor, furniture moved about the room, 
drawers open and ransacked, clothes left in 
one room found in another, but no traces of 
the missing man could be fouad. In alarm, 
the old lady awakened the rest of the family, 
and a general search commenced. The win- 
dow entering the grocery store on the 
north side was partially raised, 
and one pane of giass missing. A 
further search revea'ed a large dry boy 
under the window, upon which the burglars 
stood while attemp ing to force an entrance. 


The search for the old man was extended 


cutside the house, and fioaliy Mrs. Wettig 
discovered the body in a pile of oid bricks 
about forty feet from the house. The 
bead was lying in a pool 
of clotted blood, horribly man- 
led and presenting a shocking appearance, 
a small stream of blood still flowing from a 
gaping wound on the right side of the head. 
The body was still warm, but life extinct. Dr. 
C. B. O’Melveny was summoned, but his 
presence was unnecessary. Hundreds of 
people crowded about the body, and the wild- 
ext excitement prevailed, and had the mur- 
derers been caught justice would shortly 
have taken its course. Coroner Bader was 
notified and commenced the inquest at 9 
o’clock this morning. The first witness ex- 
amined was 
MRS. LOUISA WETTIG, 

whose testimony was about as follows: 1 
am the wife of deceased and am sixty-one 
years of age. I did not go to bed last night 
till after 1 o’clock, 2t which time the 
rest of the family, inciuding my 
husband, were asleep. Mr. Wettig 
was in tne habit of getting up at night when- 
ever he heard a noise, but I cannot say 
whether or not be was up last night or this 
morning. Wheo awaking about 5 o’ciock this 
morniog I missed my husband, and looked all 
through the house, but could not find him. 
Found the money diawer in the 
grocery store pulled out and the 
money missing; the bar was taken 
from the door and the door unlocked,but not 
open. lLawakenedthe other members of the 


family, and then renewed the 
search, finally weg my husband 
body 1 pi of bricks 


about forty feet from the door. I réceog- 


nize the belt found as belonging tomy hus- 


band, but it was not usedito carry money. It 
was about 5:45 a. m. when I discovered the 
body.“ ' 

DR. O’MELVERY 
was called and submitted the following re- 
port as his testimony: 

“IT do hereby certify that I examined the 
body of Andrew Wettig, late of St. Clair 
county, deceased, and fond the skull 
on the right side of the head fractured with 
depression of the bone. Said fracture is site 
u ted two and a half inches above the ear, 
and extends two and a haif inches. I also 
found a scalp wound on the 
left side oi the head and the ribs on the 
right side of the body broken, and 
numerous scratches 40 bruises about 
the body. I am of the inion the fracture 
on the right side of the head was sufficient to 


cause death. 
C. B. O’MELVENY, M. D.“ 
VICTOR H. WETTIG 
next testified: ‘*1 am 30 years of age, and have 
resided with mv parents since my 
wife died. Have always been on 
the best of terms with my _ father. 
I went to bed last night about 11:30 o’clock, 
and did not awake till about 5:30 his morn- 
ing, when informed bv my sister of the rob- 
bery and disappearance of my father. I be- 
eve my mother found the body first.” 
Gus. WETTIG AND ANNIE.WETTIG, 

both children of deceased, testified and cor- 
roborated the statements of their oldest 
bro her, being unable to throw any 
lignt on the mysterv. Mrs. Tohinn resides 
next door to the Wettig family and testified 
that she was at the well at 6:15 
this mornivg and was positive 
the body was not there then, as it would be 
impossible to pass where she did and not see 
it. She was also confident that the window 
or dogr of the house had not been 
tumpered with at that time, as she took par- 
ticular notice of her surroundings. This con- 
cluded the evidence, and after a short 
deliberation the jury returued the following 
verdict: “The deceased came to his death by 
a fracture of the skull caused by 
a brick or some other blunt 
instrument in the bands of some party or 
parties unknown to this jury.“ 

Four bricks found near the body covered 
with blood. are supposed to have 
done the bloody work, and 
are in the hards of the Coroner. The 
authorities have discovered 

A CLUE 
which they are confident will lead to the arrest 
of the murderers. About seven o’ciock this 
morning a young man named Those. Hogan, 
employed at the Belt Railroad, 
was walking along the Levee 
near the biidge, when he met a negro 
and a white man coming towards him. 
The white man stopped and asked bim for s 
pin. His face was besmeared with 
small spots of blood, a small 
cut on the nose wa« still bleeding and bis 
pants were torn and bloody. The u kept 
on but some tiaces of Obi were 
visible on bis clothes. The men 
in explaining his blo dy. condition said he 
had a quarrel with a man up-town. 
The men were about to cross 
on the bridge when the steamer 
Centennial, anchored atthe East St. Louis 
Elevator, blew ber whistles preparatory to 
going down the river to Cairo, 
Both men rushed for the boast and 
jumped on board as she p lied out. Deputy 
sheriff Anthony visited Capt. Seud- 
der and took steps to arrest 
the parties * at Chester, the 
boat’s first landing piace.

For a generation or two the civilized world 
has been educating its masses of laborers— 
teaching them to think as well as to work, 
teaching them to read and supplying them 
with books and cheap newspapers. The 
theory has been that intelligence would 
make labor more productive, imbue it with 
the reason of the law and render it more obe- 
dient to all the requirements of social! order. 
Doubtless the theory is sound, but the 
effect will not stop here. With intelligence 
comes courage of opinion and that sense 
of capacity for self-governmept which 
will assurediy assert itself. The law 
that those who think “ shall govern 
those who work no longer draws the line 
between a thoughtless, contented multitude 
of toilers, on the one hand, and a privileged 
few on the other, whose right to govern and 
to keep from generation to generation the 
land of a nation and the profits of its labor 
is unquestioned. Such a state of things is 
bound to be questioned whenever educated 
masses, appreciating the power of numbers 
and the dignity and value of labor, begin to 
investigate the injustice of the mudsill rela- 
tion imposed on it during the long ages when 
hopeless toil and ignorance were both the 
invariable badges of subject millions. 

It is not strange, therefore, that theories 
looking to a complete reconstruction of so- 
ciety, and of the laws and institutions affect - 
ing the diffusion of wealth and the distribu- 
tion of nature’s bounties, are surcharging 
the political atmosphere of all cities where 
popular education. has been for some time 
enlightening the children of the poor. In 
Ireland, where the population, reduced from 
eight millions to five millions in the last forty 
years, is allowed but 77,000 votes to elect a 
powerless minority of the English Parlia- 
ment (a mockery of Home Rule!), the misery 
of the helpless many is such a shocking con- 
trast to the superabundance of the few whose 
property in the land history traces back to 
wholesale robbery, that the terrifying cry 
for a readjustment of land tenures is 
universal, and even 80. conservative a 
statesman as GLADSTONE has informed the 
land-owners of the United Kingdom that they 
can no longer do as they please with their 
own lands. The reception which the manu- 
facturing cities of England have given to Mr. 
HENRY GEORGE’S proposition that the State 
shall own all the land and lease it in smal! 
holdings for the public good, shows how the 
leaven is working in a country wherein the 
land belongs to less than 30,000 owners out of 
a population of 27,500,000 and only 1,000,000 of 
the people are electors, The London Times 
may sneeringly dismiss Mr. GEORGE’S propo- 
sition as one as old as the hills, but it should 
recognize the fact that, while the ques- 
tion is as old as the hills, the 
final adjudication of it is being 
submitted by the education of the masses to 
a new forum, a court with the physical power 
to enforce all its decrees, no matter how rey- 
olutionary. Where the contrast between the 
penury of the peopie and the enormous wealth 
of a few is so startling,there is a presumption 
of wrong which educated, thinking masses 
will investigate, and the remedy for which 
the might of numbers will apply, ballot or no 
ballot. 

In this country it will be long ere we need 
fear to meet any agitation based upon the 
idea that property is robbery, We have 
land enough for all—much more than we 
can well cultivaie until our population 
shall have been multiplied many times, All 
property tenures here rest upon purchase, 
not conquest nor gifts from sovereigns lavish- 
ing upon courtiers and favorites what be- 
longed to other people. We have no 
primogenitare or entails, and outside of per- 
petual corporations our civil institutions 
allow untrammeled operation to those natural 
laws under which vast aggregations of indi- 
vidual wealth are subjected to constant re- 
When we begin to find these 
natural laws dangerously checked in their 
operation on the diffusion of wealth, univeral 
suffrage will be sufficiently sensitive to the 
evil and both powerful andj conservative 
enough to apply an equitable remedy. In 
the meantime Mr. Gxondn's land policy 
will not be acceptable to our people, all 
of whom wish to be land-owners, not renters 
from the Government or any other landlord. 
The do¢trine that property in land should 
not be recognized because no man has made 


land, ſcan not be admitted without undermin- 
ing the foundation of property in any mate- 
rial things, for the products of nature enter 
into them all. No gift of nature, no material 
thing would be fashioned into objects of use 
and comfort, if the labor adding value to the 
natural product did not yest a property 
title in the laborer as a compensation for his 
handiwork. Without property in land there 
would be little improvement of land or per- 
fect tillage. Destroy the rights of property 


* or render them insecure, and the incentive to 


labor is destroyed. Common ownership 1s 
neither practicable on a large scale nor con- 
ducive to the greatest enjoyment of nature’s 
bounties by mankind, and will not be till the 
millennium is inaugurated. | 
This side of that blissful era, every attempt 
to obliterate the inequalities of human enjoy- 
ment, and to abolish the hell of poverty” by 
making the State a common steward to con- 
trol and distribute everything for the common 
benefit, will only reverse the motion of social 
and political progress, turning us back toward 
those old social systems in which the State 
was everything and the individual nothing. 
The primitive ideas and organization of our 
Indian tribes: would be preferable on ac- 
count of personal freedom, and just about as 
well adapted to the peace and welfare of a 
dense and vast population. Our present Gov- 
ernment is steward over more things already 
than it can efficiently manage. Leave every- 
thing to it; let the people Jook to it for every- 
thing; they would then attend to nothing else, 
and it could not attend to their individual in- 
terests half so well as they now do without 


its assistance.

THANKS TO GOULD. 


There is one thing for which Jay GOULD 
deserves credit. In exposing the shameful 
conduct of New York’s stock-jobbing Gover- 
nor, he rendered a public service. Whatever 
GOULD’S motives may have been, he served 
the cause of public honor in tearing off Cor- 
NELL’s mask of hypocrisy and Pecksniffism 
and exposing him as a fraud and Wall street 
swindler.

GOULD’S NEXT GUBLLE. 


The Mobile and Ohio to be Added to His 
Great System. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dibpatcn. 
CatrRO, ILL., September 6.—It has be 
come an accepted fact in railroad circles here 
that the accession of the Hannibal and St. 
Joe to the Wabash system will be followed by 
araidon the Mobile and Onio and its ulti- 
mate econsolication with the old Cairo and 
Vincennes—now known as the Cairo aud 
Danville Division of the Wabash. This will 
give Gould a competing line on the east bank 
of the Mississippi from New Orleans to Cairo, 
a direct route to the East by conjunction 


with the Ohio and Mississippi at Vincennes, 


by way of Vincinnati, and the Indianapolis and 
Vincennes, by way of Indianapolis, and 
a Whack at the Chicago business, now con- 
trolled by the Iilinois Central, through the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois by way of Dan- 
Ville. The coming winter will develop a vig- 
orous fight between these two roads. It will 
he a novelty to the people of this section of 
the Mississippi Valley, who, for over a quar- 
ter of a century have been accustomed to look 
upon the Illinois Central as one of the most 
gigantic monopolies in the West. Its recent 
agreement with the Texas and St. Louis Nar- 
rowj[Gauge, by which that road becomes a 
feeder for a large portion of trade that is now 
compelled to seek the Iron Mountain 


ard the entire business of some of the most 
productive and flourishing sections of Arkan- 
sas and Texas, and especially the great cot- 
ton-producing districts of these two States, 


Was a direct assault upon the Gould inter- 


ests. Ihe consummation of this scheme was 
effected so rapidly and so completely that it 
was looked upon as à veritable coup d’etat in 
railroad circles here. It was an unexpected 
explosion of the original idea tnat the Texas 
and St. Louis was seeking connection at this 
point with the Cairo and St. Louis Narrow 
Gauge, Which was to become a part of the 
great narrow gauge system be- 
Lween the South and the East. 
Paramore had already submitted his 
proposition to the Cairo and St. Louis Nar- 
row Gauge people and was about exhausted 
awaiting an answer, when a hasty summons 
brought down tbe IIIinois Central crowd 
from Chicago; aconference was held be- 
tween them and the Short Line managers on 
one side and Paramore on the other; a 
bargain was struck; the Short Line is to 
get the St. Louis business by way of Du 
(Juoin and the Central all that belongs to 
Chicago. In return the Narrow Gauge is to 
get all the Arkansas and Texas business it 
can handle, This agreement is pledgeain a 
lease of forty years. In view of 
this arrangement narrow gauge 
inclines are now in course of construction on 
both sides of the river. Narrow gauge tracks 
have been laid in all the illinois Central 
yards. The Narrow Gauge office is in the 
Illinois Central building, and there is a con- 
stant and general fraternization of the 
oflicers of the two roads. 

Tue Wabash managers regard the execution 
of this scheme as an act of usurpation. In 
retaliation it is proposed to get control of the 
Mobile and Ohio and operate it in connection 
with the Cairo and Danville division of the 
Wabash, with convenient outiets at Vin- 
cennes north and east; to gobble up 
the Cairo and St. Louis Narrow 
Gauge as a cut-off to the Short Line for the 
St. Louis business. Every indication points 
to this as the programme. When it is car- 
ried out there will be war. The Central is 
preparing forthe fight. It is fortifying its 
position by a liberal expenditure of its vast 
resources, building upits road-bed, laying 
steel rails the whole length of its line from 
Chicago to New Orleans., securing its bridges 
and tresties, improvingits roiling stock and 
increasing Wherever it can its facilities for 
nandiing the winter traffic and taking care of 
its interests against all possibilities. 

The Wabash, not sati fled with 
the present route to Chicago, by 
way of the Chicago and Eastern IIIinois, 
through Danville, are about to construct a 
line from Effingham, the southern terminus 
of their Chicago division, to intersect the 
Cairo division at Stoneport, fif y-five miles 
from here. It will be an air line in every 
sense of the word, passing through some of 
the best sections of the State. The operation 
of such a line with Mobile and Ohio connec- 
tion atthis point tocompete with the Chicago, 
St. Louis and New Orleans east of the Missis- 
sippi, and with the Iron Mountain for a 
feeder on the west, will give the Gould fac- 
tion what they have been eagerly seeking, a 
full sweep at the Iilinois Central business 
from New Orleans to Chicago and the East.

IRISH CONSTABULARY. 
A Talk With Counselor Garvey 
on This Noted Body.

The Requirements of an Irish Constable 
and Dublin Peeler. 


During the recent constabulary troubles in 
Ireland a request for Counselor Francis 
Garvey’s views was published in these 
eolumns. To-day the Counselor was found 
ia the Court of Criminal Correction in a vol- 
uble mood. “I saw the letter you mention,” 
said he; ‘it was doubtiess writ- 
ten by some filthy blackguard, 
who thought it witty. I certainly 


can talk about theIrish constabulary, as I 
know allabout it. When I wasin Ireland 
‘he force consisted of about 15,000 men, of 
which 700 were mounted. I was surpised 
during the recent troubles to learn that it 
was 18,000 strong. Of this number 15,000 are 
supported by the consolidated fund, that is, 
the revenue ofthe Empire. Tne remaining 
3.000, I believe, are supyorted by the assess- 
mente on the alisturbed districts. 
i recommended several men for the 
force. No man can ve appointed to the force 
without the recommendation of three gentie- 
men, and the applicant must be between the 
aze of eighteen and twenty-nine years. The 
tarmere, that is, I mean to say, the well-to-do 
farmers, are very averse to allowing their 
sous to join the constabulary. When a young 
man is appointed he is sent to the 
barracks at Dublin, where he 
goes into drill or education for three 
years—do vou understand me now? He is 
then sent to some part other than tbat from 
which he came. If he was recommended from 
Cork he might be sent to my county—Mayo. 
The officers are appointed through open,

What is the pay!“ | 

„I reatly don’t know what the salary ofithe 
constabulary is now. The Superintendent,

The mess at the stations is of 
the finest. One station was located on my 
property, and the next on my 
cousin’s, five miles away, aud I can tell you 
that they lived well. The Irish constabulary 
live better to-day than Ido at the Planters’. 
They have the best of beef, and Irish beef is 
forty per cent better than American: they 
have the finest beef and the finest mutton; 
they and the farmers in the western part of 
Ireland are epicures in tea.“ 

„Is it not generally supposed that tea is not 
commonly used by them?’’ 

My answer to that is this. 
The farmers and the constabulary 
are epicures in tea. In Ireland a 
gentleman makes an allowance of one-quar- 
ter of a pound of tea for each menial or do- 
mestic servant, as they call it here. This the 
servant can purchase any place he pleases, 
some preferring Congo, others Hyson, others 
gunpowder, etc. 

„How do the constabulary compare with 
the Dublin police?“ 

„Ob, the Dublin police, which is 1,100 
strong, is the finest body of men 
in the world. A man must be six 
feet high to be appointed to the 
Metropolitans. They are dressed like the 
artillery only of a different color. I had one 
man appointed to the force and I never in- 
tended to have another. They ared—n vio- 
lent fellows. That is, { mean to say, they are 
fighters. Very violent. Doyou understand 
me now?” The rapping of the Sheriff’s 
gavel calling the court to order cut short the 
conversation, which interesteda number of 
lawyers, who had congregated arouad the 
Counsellor and the scribe.

THE CODE. 


How People Were Killed for a 
Technicality. 


Some Noted Duels and How They Were 
Fought. 


4 read that interview in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH,” said a well known citizen this 
morning, “ia which Mr. Lewis claimed that 
most of the New Orleans duels he had known 
were nothing but murders, the result of that 
frivolous, bravado style which was so com- 
mon befere the war. He was right, too. 
Many of them which I have witnessed were 
simple murder, but that the al- 
mighty code removed that stain. 
The rules of ‘honah’ had been 80 refined 
and fined down again that often a man would 
get himself so entarglea by accident that, 
without the slightest desire in the world to 
do so, he would bave to go out and kill or 
be kiiled just because the code said that was 
the proper thing to do. Take the famous 
Graves Cilley duel as an example. Cilley’s 
epitaph should have been, killed for a tech - 
nicality.? 7? 


Po you remember the particulars?” 

“I do, very well, for I was a friend of the 
parties, and was present on the field when 
Cilley was killed. You perhaps remember 
chat J. Watson Webb, the editor, wished to 
challenge Coogressman Cilley for an aliusion 
Cilley had made to him in debate. 
Cougressman Graves carried Webb’s al- 
lenge. Gilley declined to receive it. 
G aves grew exci.ed immediately. He wrote 
to Cilley, demanding to know and to have 
stated in wri ing “‘whether he (Cilley) had 
not said in refusing to accept Webb’s 
note that he meant no disrespect to me; hat 
you could not consent to get into difficulties 
with conductors of public journals for any- 
‘hing you might say in debate and that your 


objection to receiving Webb’s note was not 
because ‘of any persona objec- 
tion to him as a gentleman.’ 


ben began a course of hair splitting, » bich 
looks nonsensical evough, but which ended 
in the murder of Ciiley. It seems tuat the lat- 
ter hud taken the very grounds expressed in 
Graves’ note, but that he declined to put 
them in writing. e did not think that avy 


man had a right to demand 
this trom him. fis reply was; 
‘IT declined to receive Col. Webb’s note 


necause I do not care to be drawn into a con- 
troversy with him. I neither - fflirmed nor 
denied anythisg c:ncerning his character as 
u gentieman, but I did say that Lintended by 
the refusal no disrespect to you.’ 

“This did not satisfy fire-eating Graves. 


He must have an answer in 
detail to the questions he hid put. 
So he wrote again, demandiog to know 


explicitly whether he wouid disclaim any ob- 
j-ction to Weob as a gentieman, saying in 
terms, J inquire whether you declined to 
receive his communication on the ground of 
any personal objection to him as a gentleman 
or aman of honor. I shall expect a categur- 
ical answer.’ 

‘*OCilley replied: ‘I regret that my note of 
yesterday was unsatisfactory to you; but I 
cannot admit your righ. to propound tbe 
question to which you demand a categorical 
answer, and I therefore decline any further 
reponse to il.’ 

„Graves responded as follows: ‘As vou 
refused to receive a note which I bore to yeu 
from Col. Webb, and have refused to decline 
oo grounds Which would exonerate me from 
all responsibility in the affair, I am bound to 
ask that satisfaction,” etc. 

„On this provocation thejparties met. After 
the first fire a reconciliation was attempted. 
After consultation Cilley authorized his sec- 
ond to make the foiluwing stavemen:: “I 
meant no disrespect to Mr. Graves in refus- 
ing to accept Col. Webb’s note. I enter- 
tained for bimthen, and do now, the higbest 
respect aud kindest feelings. I declined to 
receive Webb’s note because I did not choose 
to be drawn into a controversy with him.’ 

‘Ty should be stated bere that the note which 
caused the trouble was not a challenge, but a 
letier asking an explanation. This did not 
suit Graves. Cilley further stated that he 
refused to disclaim any disrespect for Col. 
Webb, because he did not choose to be drawn 
into an explanation concerning him. 
At this „shots were again exchanged. 
Cil'ev’s second again claimed that the matter 
vughi to end bere, He staied that his prin- 
cipal bad fully demonstrated his courage, 
that he had expressed full respect for Mr, 
Graves and that the matter oughco tend here, 
Mr. Wise (Graves second) replied that Mr. 
Cilley bad already, in another correspondence, 
disclaimed disrespect to Mr. Graves, 
but that Graves felt bound to pro- 
tect the honor of his friend, Co!. Webb, 
Mr. Cilley was again requested to sav that he 
did not intend to reflect on Webb’s character 
in declining his note. Herepliedin the same 
words that be deciimed to receive Webb’, 
note because he did not ch ose to be drawn 
into a controversy with bim. The parties 
then toook places for the third. The fignt- 
ing was being done with rifles at 80 yards. 
At the fire, Cilleyfell and expired in a few 
minutes.“ 

„Was not Webb present on the field ?” 

„No; but be wanted to be. Webb was en- 
raged and humiliated beyond expression at 
Cilley’s refusal! to accept his note, and on the 
morning that Cilley and Graves weat out to 
fight Webb went to the former’s room for the 
purpose of fighting bim with pistols on the 
spot or forcing bim to arrange a meeting. 
Cilley Was not there of course 
Webb immediately thought that he was ficht- 
ing Graves on the old Biadensburgh grounds 
aud rusbed out there witn his friends. Their 
pr gramme was that upon reaching the 
ground Webb should approach Cilley and 
demand a meeting and should give Cilley no- 
tice that if he pointed his rifle ut Graves, or 
aitempted to fleht tue duei with him, he 
(Webb) would kili him on the spot, If Cilley 
refused the meetiag. Webb was to cover 
bim with his pistol and shoot him the in- 
stant he raised his rifle toward Graves. 
Of course, at this,or befure this, Webb and 
his friends would be attacked by Graves and 
his seconds, Who would be bound to protect 
Cilley. If the duel had been fought at Blau- 
ensburgh itis p1 obabie that a terrible buichery 
would have been Lhe result.“ 

“Political duela were not common in the 
South!“ 

Mes; twenty-five years ago Soutnerners 
always fought, and about anything. Political 
feuds were always settled that way. lhe 
due between Mason and McCarty, of Vir- 
ginia, was a case in point. Trouble had long 
existed between the men, who were 
cousins. Mason was a United States Senator 
and resigned to fight McCarty. He wrote: 
‘My dear sir, I have resigned my commis- 
sion for the -ole aad specia purpose of being 
at liberty to fight youaduel. I have effec ed 
such arrangements of my affairs as my duty 
to mv family required, and I am now ex. 
tremely anxious to settle the quarrei between 
us once a:.d forever.’ 

He instructed his friends, with reference o 
McUarty, io agree to any terms he might 
propose, to three feet, bis preteuded favorite 
distance, or to three inches should his rasb 
and impetuous courage prefer that; to any 
species of arms, pistols, muskets or riflles 
McUartv’sf answer Was brief and pithy. 
He wrote, “I will fight your friend to-morrow 
evening at 5 „lock. As to the weapons, I 
beg to suggest muskets loaded witb buck- 
shot, at ten feet.“ Gen. Mason was killed im- 
mediately aud McCarty escaped with a 
wound in the left arm.“ 

“Is it not a fact ‘bat the man who pro- 
voke a due! usually gets the worst of it’? 

It is, m my experience. It seems that the 
mau Who haller ges ie usualiy s> worked up 
by baie and revenge that his nerves are not 
inthe best order.

political rivals and were stumping the State.
